Washimoto:!, Deo. to.— By the new 
treaty between the United States and 
Japan the United ^States formally recog- 
nizoH .Tapau for thv first time as a fir.^c 
class powur in tlio. sistorliotxi of nations. 

Tlio tn aty shows fully the United 
Btiitt s l;as accord(!(l to Japan tho recoi,'- 
uitiou bhe hun now as im enlightened, 
modern nation. All provions treaties 
have beuu based on the theory that the 
relics of eastern barbarism •till re- 
mained with Japan. Accordingly she 
was not allowdd to conduct her own 
oonrta or to make her own tariff laws, 
but special treaty regalations wore 
made to protect American litigants and 
American commerce in Japan on tho 
presumption that the native laws woiUd 
not afford adequate protection. Rnu- 
ning thronghont the new treaty ore 
the concessiouB reougiiizing her ooorts 
and laws as ample for Americans as 
well as natives. This is the ohiet fea- 
ture of the treaty. The old oonsnlar 
courts, in which United States coniUiS 
tried cases at Japaaaao treaty ports, are 
abandoned. lawead of them all oases, 
oiTil and criminal, in which an ^ti'M"^fi 
is concerned, will be tried tqr tiie nadve 
oonrts. 

The right of Japan to make her own 
tariff laws is also recognised. Hereto- 
fore the United States has been free to 
make such tariff laws an she saw fit af- 
fecting Japan, but the latter was for- 
bidden by treaty from fixing duties 
above 6 per cent ad valorem. The 
protocol or the new treatv recognizes 
the general statutory laws of Japan con- 
cerning the tarilF, and Articles 1 aiui 5 
give her for the fmt time tha "lavorod 
nation clause," by Triiioli slio is },'iiaran- 
tsed against any l)i;^li(,r dutitis than 
those tlie United btatrs imiiosus on 
otiier countries. The abolition of tho 
fort'iKn s('tili'iiit!ntj, and tl;<iir absorp- 
tion by tbo iiatr. !■ tvuitons of Japan, is 
unotiiM- roL'u,','nitic:i of her adraiioed 

umuicij):'.! o'-L';'.n);'aii():'S. 

Or the otiirr iiami, r'lo United States 
v euros man}- sab.stUiiual advantaRcsa. 
The niissiui:i.rio8 who luako up such a 
very hir\;e class in , J apun are guarau 
tet;d frt-fdoni of WCCihi^ Mid ptOCeotlou 
in that worsliip. 

The main concos'iion, however, is 
that of Arti' l'; i, by which Japan is 
oifir'd up to Au;ericaii commerce. 
Heretofore \ i. ivi .a'H bt'.ve been ro- 
strietesl to a ; '.v Meaty ports of Japan. 
They could re -ido or carry on busi- 
ness, or even travel in ilie iulv;r;or. 
Now, however, every cornor of tlio 
country is oii'ia^d to Amerii'aas. They 
can establish business and manu- 
factoros, louse lands, etc. It is the 
opeuiiKf of the Imirt of Japan, hitherto 
inaccessible to American enterprise 
and commerce. In (;ivin(; tho Japanese 
a similar right to settle tliroui^hout the 
United States, care has been taken to 
provide thai th 'ir conimg must be snb- 
lect to om* alion labor and immigration 
lavi. 

Th* provision of the treaty that it 
mvst oe ratified witliin six months 
makes it incumbent for the aenale to 
act on it at tho present session, or the 
trea^ will fail. There is tTetj proba- 
bility, howevec, thai the senate i^ act 
promptly. 

Minister Kvrino liaa forwarded a copy 
of the treaty to his government, where 
it will be considered and ratified by the 
pviTy council of Japan.

With the exception «)f theolansere- 
ferrtog to the gorernment ownership of 
railways, telegraphs and telephones, 
this platform vrill probably be favorably 
received and adopted vrithont discos- 
sion. This clause in itself is considered 
bv many workmen to smack too muoh 
of socialism and is likely to oaose no lit- 
tle opposition.

Iharsday next, according to notice 
already served, Mr. Brown, chairman 
oi' the elections committee, will call up 
the North Carolina contested election 
caao of Williams vs. Settle. There is 
little doubt that bettle, Kepublican, the 
sitting member, will retain his .seat. 

The week's program in the senate will 
depend largely if not entirely upon the 
decision of tlie Democratic stoeriiiK com- 
mitteo with reference to the order which 
tlie bills prefoned by tho Democratic 
caucus are to be taken. This point was 
left entirely to the steering coiniiiitte(!, 
which at its next nu et.ng v.ill decide 
whether the NicaraK'iia canal l)'.ll, the 
l)aukruptcy bill, the Nfw Alexieo and 
Arizona bill*, the Indian i erritory bill, 
or tho resolution for the election of sen- 
ators by tlie i)eoplo shad have pre 
oedencc.

8T0CKB0LM. Deo. 10.— The 300th 
MWiTMriMj of th« birth of Otu- 
teTQi Adolpboi, the gmit Swedish Uuk. 
who died on the battle field of Taetzen, 
Not. 6, 1688, WM celebrated here with 
a pomp and sploiulor which made it oue 
of the greatest ft-stivuls ever licld in 
this capital. 

The colobrutiiiii (H)inmoiicod Saturday 
iiioriiin;;, when the public Hrh(M>l cliil- 
drtiu >,';itliurtHl in tliiar n spuctive schools 
iiud innrclu'd to tht' various state 
cliun lii s, cMch I'liild ciirrymsr a nmall 
!S\v<'ili>,Ii iluj;. L.itiT iu the diiy inomor- 
ial iVstivals with licId iii all tlio high 
colleges, and iu the evening there were 
throe celebrations on an immense scale, 
arranged by the Swedish Patriotic so- 
ciety. In the three of the largest ban- 
qnct halls iu Stockholm tsiieoches were 
made by meu famous in the sicrvice of 
theiv country, and i)atri(iiic music was 
perloniied by the various bands of the 
crack reginn iirs. In addition iu(unorial 
Bcrvices W'Tc held in some of the 
churches. 

Yesterday morning jmtriotic and re- 
ligious hymns were rung on all the 
chimes in the city. Regiment bands 
also played similar music. 

Iu the Kidflarholm church, the biiriiU 
place of (iu.stavus Adolphus, and other 
famous Swediiih kings, where, usually 
no divine services are lield, .'•ervices 
took place at 1 1 o'clock iu the muruiug, 
aud were attended by King Oecar, the 
royal priuces, the representatives of the 
(termau emperor aud other deputations 
from Qermau/, tlie diplomatio oorpe, 
the aldermeo of Stookbolfli and antner- 
ons delegations. 

After the religiotfe ceremonies, a num 
ber of magniliceut wreaths were placed 
on the tomb of GostaTos Adolphna. A 
guard of honor that was drawn np 
aroand the ohorch, fired a salnte, which 
was answered bj the cannon of the 
Bkeppsholmen battery. 

A few hoars later a memorial serrice 
was held in the aermaa charoh. The 
■ermon was nreaohed in the Gehnan 
laogoage by nofessor Trioke, preeident 
of the Gustams Adolphns society of 
Germany. The king, the representa* 
tives of Emperor William and all the 
delegations Cron Oennany attended. 

At 4 p. a. • torchlight procession 
mifohed Ihimigh the principal streets 
of the dtj, the torohbearers oensistiBg 
«f all the troops ot the Stookhohn garri- 
son. While passing the OnstaTns Adol- 

Shoa monnmeat, which was splendidly 
eoorated with flags and banners and 
Illuminated by thousands of electric 
lights, the standard bearers and all the 
troops saluted. 

AU the buildings in the vicinity of 
the royal castle and GtistaTos Adolphus 
square were illuminated. The .scene 
was a maguilieent one, the blue waters 
of Lake Maelar aud tht i;;i!rii rctiect- 
ing the innumerable illumma' ions. 

The statue of Azel Oxentieniu, the 
great ehaucellor of (iustavus Adolphus, 
who conducted the ;io years war aftt-r 
the king wan dead, was most gorgeously 
illumiuatc^d. The cost ot this workwai 
boruo l)y tlio Sp:uiish nobility. 

A few hours later another torchlight 
procession, made up of the various 
clubs aud societies of the i-;ipital, 
inarched through the streets totheroyul 
castle, where a clio'.r, consisting of 050 
voices, sang patriotic airs. 

Still later in Die evening King Oscar 
gave u banquet at the cuatle, to which 
•boat 100 perso ns were in yited.
